EDITOR'S DAYBOOK—Too 
often public employes are 
pictured as hogs feeding at 
the tax troughs. 


It is common practice to label 


them as indolent, non-producers 
who somehow get on the public 
payroll through politics. 


Quits to the contrary, 
a good 


share of our public servants are 
working for the public good, safety 
and convenience. It's the public 
that has become neglectful. The 
average taxpayer doesn't give a 
hoot about inquiring into the aver- 
age functions of a public official. 
Mora than that, 40 per cent of the 
taxpayers fail to vote for them. 


Let's take a look at one area 


of Dixon's municipal government 
where results have been notice- 
able and dramatic. We refer to 
the recent action of the police 
department to crack down on 
tpecdinf motorists. Although sta- 
tistics are sometimes tricky, par- 
ticularly when they cover a short 
period of » year-around opera- 
tion, nevertheless Dixon's acci- 
dent rate bas experienced a 
Sharp drop in the past three 
w«eks. 


Oar reporter, digging around 


lor results of -the recent "crack- 
down" on speeding, found that 
the automobile accident rate had 
dropped 50 per cent in the per- 
iod covered by the "crackdown." 
He also noted that .severity of 
the accidents that did occur was 
noticeably lessened. 
* * * 


All this means is that the police 


have been on the job, have slowed 
traffic to the required limits, and 
got the looked-for results. Praise 
for their actions has been over- 
whelming. The public has accepted 
this extra policing in good spirit— 
as all good citizens should. And it 
should be cited that traffic "crack- 
downs" usually are not the most 
popular things in the world. 


If the current enforcement is 


maintained, and the accident 
statistics follow the present trend, 
there will be less Injuries and 
less expensive fender-smashing-. 


Whiie it is too soon to obtain 


conclusive figures, it could mean 
that local residents will be spar- 
ed enoueh money and costly hos- 
pital bills to counter-balance the 
cost of the police department. 
Don't scoff—it could be true.

We want to commend the new 


police commissioner and the police 
department for the new speeding 
policy. We recommend to them 
that they keep accurate records of 
their performance in the next 
year. Nothing is more convincing 
to the average taxpayer than sta- 
tistics showing that their public 
servants have given a good ac- 
count of themselves. Statistics that 
will show lives saved, and damage 
spared through good police perfor- 
mance is the best argument we 
know of to gain public support. 


The average Dixon motorist 


cannot help but have noticed the 
new "tranquillity" on our road- 
ways. The new policy is working. 
AVp sincerely hop* that it is not 
an "on again, off again," or 
"stop-and-go"' crackdown. 
Tne drive on speeders should be 


unrelenting and consistent. If it is, 
and the present accident trend con- 
tinues-, the police will have earned 
the gratitude of the taxpaying 
public.

VIENNA, Austria (JPi—The Big Four foreign ministers started home 


today to begin preparations for the meeting this summer of their gov- 
ernment chiefs. 


Jittery Western Europe hoped 


the two major accomplishments of 
the ministers' weekend reunion in 
Vienna — agreement on the "sum- 
mit" conference and signing of the 
Austrian independence treaty — 
had brought the West and the Com- 
munist world two steps closer to 
a lasting peace. 


Hint at Stockholm 


Pvanking Western officials hinted 


that Stockholm might be chosen 
as a compromise location, for the 
meeting of President Eisenhower, 
Soviet Premier Nikolai Bulganin 
and the British and French Prem- 
iers. July or August appeared to 
be the likeliest times. Russia had 
proposed Vienna as the site while

LONDON W— Foreign Secretary 


Harold Macmillan said today "The 
breaking of the icejam'' in East- 
West relations has opened new 
problems. 


Macmillan cautioned that despite 


the diplomatic achievements of the 
last week "there are anxious and 
difficult times ahead." 


Macmillan said the West's policy 


of peace through strength is begin- 
ning- to show results. 


"In the last eight or nine days," 


he said, "a great deal has been 
done. The actual phrases do not 
fully describe the immense amount 
of work arid effort which has gone 
to produce thesa results—the form- 
ing of West European Union, the 
admission of Germany to NATO 
and now the signature of the Aus- 
trian treaty by the four powers." 


These achievements, he con- 


tinued, are a tribute to the steady 
efforts of long years—"they are 
in my mind the justification of the 
policy of peace through strength. 
The fruits are beginning now at 
last to ripen."

Rumors that Nicaragua might 


invade Honduras spread through 
the Honduran capital Friday as 
the government p o s t e d troops 
along- the frontier following re- 
ported activity by the Nicaraguan 
national guard. The government 
said Sunday night the situation was 
not alarming- and "soon everything 
will be settled in a friendly man- 
ner." 


In New York, a spokesman at 


Time magazine said an editor talk- 
ed with Rosenhouse by phone Sun- 
day but the call was interrupted. 
He said efforts to reach the cor- 
respondent, since then had been un- 
successful.

Mrs. Hobby Gives 
11-Point Program; 
Endorsed by Ike 
WASHINGTON UP)— The 


Eisenhower administration 
today proposed a 28 million 
dollar federal fund to help 
the states provide polio vac- 
cine for children in low in- 
come families. 


This was on of 11 recommenda- 


tions submitted by Secretary of 
Welfare Hobby to President Eisen- 
hower. The White House said Ei- 
senhower approved the report and 
endorsed the recommendations. 


The aid-to-states program would 


become effective after the com- 
pletion of the free immunization 
program now being- conducted by 
the National Foundation for In- 
fantile Paralysis. 


The foundation's program ap- 


plies to children in the first and 
second school grades. 


Up to 19 


The administration's proposed 


federal fund contemplates an im- 
munization program for all Ameri- 
cans through the age of 19. 


The administration also proposed 


an additional two million dollar! 
for extra 'inspectors and 
tech- 


nicians in the Public Health Serv- 
ice "to insure maximum precau- 
tions in continued testing of th« 
vaccine for safety and potency." 


Resisting demands in Congress 


for government allocation of th« 
now scarce vaccine, Mrs. Hobby 
and her advisers said they are 
convinced "the most effective^and 
equitable distribution of the vac- 
cine will be accomplished through 
the voluntary cooperation of all 
concerned, •within the framework 
of existing law." 


No other kind of distribution, 


Mrs. Hobby said, "can be mobi- 
lized quickly enough to be effec- 
tive during a brief period of short- 
age." 


Backs Voluntary Flan 


She stressed her view that th» 


present voluntary .system, which 
leaves distribution of vaccine to 
the states, "will get the vaccins 
to the children who need it most 
with the greatest speed, fairness 
and effectiveness." 


The nationwide vaccination pro- 


gram itself, temporarily halted a 
week ago pending new 
safety 


checks, was slowly getting back 
into stride with vaccine from two 
laboratories already freed for use.

Dear Mr. Horn: 


In April 1953, Mr. John Price and 


Mr. Albert Burgard, of our Office, 
conducted a very careful visitation 
of the attendance centers in the 
East Lee Community Unit District 
No. 271. This visitation was estab- 
lished on as rather thorough class- 
room basis. In the over-all report 
of April 27, 1953, specific recom- 
mendations were made concern- 
ing the respective attendance cen- 
ters. Suggestions were made with 
reference to: (1) the instructional 
needs of the Unit, (2) broadening 
the educational program, 
(3) in 


creasing 
and improving 
school 


plant facilities, and, (4) improving 
the public relations program. 


In April 1954, accompanied by 


Mr. John Torrens, County Superin 
tendent of School, I visited the at 
tendance centers in this Unit to 
determine if progress had been 
made since the previous visitation. 
In my brief report, I pointed out 
that an apparent attempt had been 
made to reach some desired goals 
but that certain situations had de- 
nied the attainment of these goals, 
thus denying the boys and girls 
equal opportunities insofar as needs 
and interests are concerned. 


On June 30, 1954, you received a 


communication from Mr. Nickell 
informing you that the Committee 
on Recognition had recommended 
probationary recognition for your 
District for the 1953-54 school year. 
Mr. Nickell was specific 
in 
his. 


statement to the effect that ade- 
quate 
educational 
opportunities 


were being denied the young people 
of your District. 


In the meantime, you have sub- 


mitted several propositions to the 
voters, most of which have been 
defeated by rather decisive mar- 
gins. You have secured consultant 
service from our Office; for ex- 
ample, Mr. Cruft, Building Con- 
sultant, has met with your Board 
a number of times, Since the or- 
ganization of the District, the as- 
sessed valuation has been de- 
creased approximately $17,000,000 
through detachment of territory. 
All this must indicate a definite 
lack of an adequate 
educational 


program, and also, a lack of com- 
munity cooperation, understanding, 
and sound working relationships. 


A few weeks ago, Mr. James 


Lew and I, assisted by County 
Superintendent Torrens and his As- 
sistant, visited the attendance cen- 
ters. This visitation was not es- 
tablished on a classroom basis, but 
was conducted to determine the 
extent to which progress had been 
made during the past year. 


The 
following brief, 
pertinent 


statements appear to be appropri- 
ate concerning this recent visita- 
tion: 


1. It is apparent that there is a 


need for a careful evaluation 
of the administrative structure 
of the district. 


2. There is a definite need for 


study and evaluation to im- 
prove 
and increase super- 


visory services. 


3. Inadequacies of present plant 


facilities include: 
a. Use of certain rooms en- 


tirely unsuitable for class- 
purposes. 


b. Continued use of facilities 


at some distance from the 
school centers. 


c. Some very inadequate toilet 


and lavatory situations. 


d. Contniued use of nine 1- 


rocm rural centers. 


•I. A lack of instructional equip- 


ment and supplies was noted. 


o. Definite inadequacies in li- 


brary equipment and services 
exist. 


6. Only a minimum program is 


provided. 
a. The high school program is 


not providing wide oppor- 
tunities for the needs of the 
boys and girls. 


b. No enrichment is available 


at the junior high school 
levej. 


We welcomed the opportunity of 


meeting with the Board at an eve- 
ning session. These situations were 
discussed at length, and in sum- 
mary, stress the 
inadequacy of 


present facilities and emphasize 
the need for a program which will 
meet the needs of the boys and 
girls in relationship to the ability 
of the district to maintain a rec- 
ognized 
community 
unit school 


district. 


It is heartening to learn that the 


Franklin Grove elementary build- 
ing is now in process of construc- 
tion and certainly 
every 
effort 


should be made to complete this 
center as soon as possible. 


This report will be submitted to 


the Committee on Recognition and 
you will be informed of its de- 
cision.

Austria Jubilant as Pact 
Ends Wartime Occupation 


Church Bells Peal, 
Thousands Rejoice 


VIENNA. Austria (.¥>— Jubilant 


Austria celebrated into the dawn 
today the Big Four signing of 'the 
historic treaty pledging her free- 
dom after 17 years of hot and cold 
war. 


Church bells pealed across the 


land as millions rejoiced. The pact 
makes Austria a. sovereign state 
for the first time since Hitler an- 
nexed her to Nazi Germany in 
March, 1938. 


Within 90 days after the treaty 


is ratified by the Big Four and 
Austria, some 70,000 troops of the 
United States, Russia, Britain and 
France will pull out and Austria's 
freedom w i l l become a final real- 
ity. 


Amid all the revel, there was 


an undercurrent of uneasiness over 
the little country's economic fu- 
ture. It was feared particularly 
that heavy payments to Russia 
might upset the economic stability 
attained with U.S. help during the 
10 years of Big Four occupation. 


Fear Crises 


There was also the realization 


that a series fo economic crises 
might drive this central European 
country, pledged to neutrality, into 
Russian hands. 


Such disturbing thoughts and a 


drizzling rain did little to dampen 
the long-awaited celebration. 


The bells and waltzes were set 


off Sunday when Russia's V. M. 
Molotov, British Foreign Secretary 
Harold Macmillan, Secretary of 
State 
Dulles, France's Antoine 


Pinay and Austrian Foreign Min- 
ister Leopold Flgl signed the thick, 
leather-bound treaty promised Aus- 
tria as far back as 1943. 


A few minutes after the signing, 


cheers of 18.000 Austrians welled 
up from the streets outside Vien- 
na's 
historic 
Belvedere Palace, 


where the ceremony took place. 
The great bell of 700-year-old St. 
Stephen's 
Cathedral 
pealed the 


joyous news. Churches throughout 
the Alpine country took up the call. 


Later thousands w e n t to the 


square in front of St. Stephen's 
(or a mass conducted by Theodor 
Cardinal Innitzer. Others waltzed 
in Vienna's rain-drenched Ring- 
strasse to the music of street- 
corner bands. 


Similar celebrations were held 


in Linz, Salzburg, Innsbruck and 
other Austrian cities and villages. 
Chanceller Julius Raab went to the 
palace 
of SO-year-old. President 


Theodor 
Koerner to relay the 


news. Koemer also received this 
message from President Eisen- 
hower: 


"The American people are proud

Tito Assures 
West; Intends

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia 
(jf) — 


President Tito has assured the 
West that his coming conference 
with top leaders of the Soviet Un- 
ion does not mean Yugoslavia is 
"changing sides." He still intends 
to keep his country out of all 
blocs — Western, Soviet cr neutral 
"third force," he declared. 


Speaking at the North Adriatic 


port of Pula, Tito said Sunday 
he wants good relations with both 
the West and the Soviets. He prom- 
ised .there will be no secret deals 
"behind the curtains" at his meet- 
ing in Belgrade late this month 
with Soviet Premier Nikolai Bul- 
ganin,

Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko 


"The whole West will know what 


we have discussed and what we 
have agreed upon," the President 
declared. "Yugoslavia is gratetui 
to the West and particularly to the 
United States, which has given and 
is still giving aid." 


Tito restated his previous policy 


that he will not accept aid with 
political conditions attached. "Aid 
is not a bribe," he added. 


"They in the West should not 


think that we. are changing sides," 
he continued. "We wish best rela- 
tions with the West. We are not 
going to turn aside from this road, 
but we wish to have free hands 
to strengthen peace . . ." 


It was Tito's first comment on 


the announcement Saturday of the 
Russians' visit. 


Implying that Moscow had asked 


lor the meeting, Tito said he tolcl 
the Russians Yugoslavia wants to 
keep its friends and will tolerate 
no foreign interference in its inter 
nal affairs. He said the Kremlin 
had consented to this condition. 


In breaking with Russia in 1943, 


Tito charged that tile Kremlin was 
trying to dictate to him and that 
Soviet agents were meddling in 
Yugoslavia's internal affairs. 


Many Western diplomats consid- 


er Russia in the conference will 
try to interest Tito in a policy of 
strict, neutrality, similar to that 
imposed on Austria as the chief 
condition for Soviet agreement to

When a party is out of power, as the Democrats now 


are at the White House, the leadership naturally grasps at

whether or not to attack him personally. And even if they 
do they have no assurance they will hurt him materially. 


Often they are exasperated to find that a popular presi- 


dent can ride out blunder after blunder without important 
loss of stature. The Democrats at the moment are busy 
cataloguing what they believe are some of Mr. Eisenhower s 
errors in office. But a few of these go well back into 195.5, 
and the public opinion polls measuring the president s popu- 
larity suggest these things didn't upset many people. 


Politicians close to events frequently magnify in their 


own minds the impact these developments will have on the 
public at large. They get all stirred up in Washington over 
matters that won't cause a ripple 200 miles away.

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Whenever a man gains the deep confidence of the peo-

No man can safely be said to be unbeatable. But the 


fellow who beats Mr. Eisenhower will first have to earn from 
the people the kind of trust he has won. And that will not 
be easy for any man or party.

The Doctor Says

Fear of Height Probably Is 
The Most Common Phobia 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M-D. 


Fear and dislike are among the 


most deep-seated of all human 
emotions. Fear of the unknown— 
in various degrees—is probably 
universal. Practically every child 
fears the dark and some never get 
over it. 


No doubt: all of us at one time or 


another have been afraid in the 
presence of real nsk. When, how- 
ever, there is fear or dislike of 
something about which the danger 
is slight (or which is entirely imag- 
inary) thf reaction is called a pho- 
bia or obsession. This, too, is com- 
mon. The person with a phobia, 
unlike a normal person, has exces- 
sive difficulty in overcoming the 
emotion, and indeed occasionally 
this can be the sign of a real 
mental disease in which the aid of 
a. psychiatrist is needed. 


OF THE MANY kinds of phobias, 


fear of height and looking down 
from a high altitude is probably 
the most common. One correspond- 
nt wrote: "Since earliest child- 
ood whenever I found myself on

accident." This is called acropho- 
bia and, as mentioned, so common 
that it must b« considered as al- 
most normal. 


There are many other obses- 


sions: Agoraphobia—fear of being 
alone in an open space; cancerpho- 
bia—abnormal fear of c a n c e r ; 
claustrophobia—fear of being clos- 
ed in; mysophobia—abnormal dis- 
like or fear of filth or dirt. The 
atter seems to be present in those 
who are constantly scrubbing and 
polishing beyond the necessities of 
Jie situation. 


AMONG OTHER phobias which 


occur occasionally are bathophobia 
which means fear of great depths, 
cherophobia which means fear of 
gaity, and apiphobia—fear of bees. 
One of the phobias is known as 
necrophobia or fear of death. This 
like most of the others is a matter 
of degree since no one likes to con- 
template death but if a person 
thinks about death constantly to 
the detriment of normal activities 
it is a true phobia. 


There is no doubt that these 


obseessions and fears cause an 
enormous amount of misery and 
sometimes completely dominate 
the lives of those who have them. 
It is not helpful for the outsider to 
show amusement at such fears and 
dislikes even though they may ap- 
pear to be humorous. 


WHAT CAN BE DONE about 


these phobias? They constitute a 
difficult 
problem 
in treatment. 


Perhaps the first step is for the 
possessor of such a phobia to want 
to get over it. Sometimes—even 
though the process is difficult— 
they can reason themselves out of 
the abnormal fear or dislike. Some- 
times they can avoid exposure to 
the fear like a person with acro- 
phobia who can usually stay away 
from high places. In some in- 
stances a psychiatrist may be able 
to help a person to overcome such 
a phobia.

As an illustration he cued the fact 
that these cutbacks would make 
it impossible for the United States 
to put a couple of divisions of 
ground troops on Formosa, if it 
were decided that should be done. 
He wrote: 


"If ground troops of the U S. 


Army were put ashore in Formosa 
and entrusted with the task of de- 
fending it, there can be little room 
for doubt that it would be defended 
effectively for as long as Washing- 
ton was willing to leave those 
troops on the island. . . . 


"Here is plainly a case where 


America can keep the peace by 
preventing the Communists from 
obtaining a prize without war. 
Whether the failure to hold For- 
mosa would actually jeopardize the 
security of the United States is an- 
other matter. But it would be a 
loss in prestige which could be 
averted most effectively by Amer- 
ican troops. . . ." 


THIS IS APPARENTLY the first 


time this idea got out in the open. 
Mr. Harsch says new that he does 
not think he originated it, but just 
happened to hit on an idea which 
government officials also were con- 
sidering.

no reaction. Then one day in a 
private conversation with an official 
of the British embassy.

Besides the highway, housing 


and minimum wage bills, Johnson 
said he expects the Senate to ap- 
prove bills for foreign aid, health 
research, draft extension, military 
i eserves, pay increases and gov- 
ernment workers, a House - ap- 
proved bill to close lax loopholes, 
and the regular departmental mon- 
ey measures. 


He said no decision had been 


reached yet whether action will be 
taken on a school aid bill.

labor law revisions, amendments 
to the immigration laws, reinsur- 
ance of private health plans, a pro-

fore admitting the Negroes.

Marciano weighed 189 pounds

was down to 207. 


The key question about the dur- 


able Rock, however, is his nose. 
Sliced badly on the tip itself in the 
second Ezzard Charles fight last 
Sep. 17 in New York, the nose 
was given a plastic surgery repair 
job.
